Spring Junk Survey

from the public’s view. The survey will be 
undertaken in conjunction with Grayling 
City Ordinance 72-3 (Junk), Ordinance 22 
(Nuisance/Unsafe Structure), and Ordi- 
nance 87-1 (Fire Hazards and Prevention ). 

The survey will be undertaken in early 
May, providing citizens time to complete 
spring cleanup before hand.

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Proposed Formaldehyde Pliant Meets Opposition

After encountering little 
resistance to their proposed for- 
maldehyde facility at thelr Beaver 
Creek public meeting, the Georgia- 
Pacific Corporation confrented 
fear, suspicion, and anger from 
residents attending the meeting in 
Grayling. 

Nearly 90 Crawford County resi- 
dents listened attentively on Thurs- 
day night, April 6, as 18 Georgia- 
Pacific representatives gathered 
at the Holiday Inn to explain why 
the formaldehyde manufacturing 
facility was needed. Engineers and 
a physician also explained the 
manufacturing process, the new 
facility’s environmental  safe- 
guards, and the medical effects of 
formaldehyde on humans. 

The response of the audience fol- 
lowing Georgia-Pacific's presenta- 
tion was mostly in opposition to the 
proposed expansion. Only three 
persons spoke in favor of the ex- 
pansion project. 


Throughout the evening many 
residents expressed their fear that 
even with ail the environmental 
safeguards built into the Georgia- 
Pacific formaldehyde manu- 
facturing system, the risk to 
human Hfe and the environment 
was too great. The accident in 
Bhopal, India, and the most recent 
&xxon oil catastrophe were sited as 
examples of spills that were con- 
sidered impossible. 

SHUTDOWN SYSTEM 

Questions were asked about the 
formaldehyde facilitv’s back-up 
systems if the plant’s catelytic in- 
cinerator were to shut down, and 
what would happen if the plant’s 
shut down system malfunctioned. 

Steve Correll, environmental en- 
gineer, and Jim Rewalt, director of 
manufacturing-chemical division, 
explained that Georgia-Pacific has 
2) plant. years since it began pro- 
ducing formaldehyde in 1962, and 
Rewalt said that he could not reca}} 
one incidence where a unit did not 
shut down when a system required 
it to shut down. He satd that if an 
electronic failure were to occur, 
and went undetected by the person 
monitoring the computer (human 


failure), that each unit would be 
equipped with two additional rup- 
ture valves that would shut down 
the system automatically. 

‘When we began designing the 
resin plant a few years ago,” said 
Correll, ‘'‘one of our key objectives 
was to be conservative. To furnish 
a manufacturing process and an 
environmental contre] system that 
afforded a large margin of safety. I 
think our experience over the last 
couple of years shows that we have 
achieved that goal.”’ 

‘The resin plant is equipped with 
a vapor collection system that con- 
trols fumes off more tanks than 
state regulations require and off 
more process sources than state 
regulations require,”’ Correll 
stated. ‘It has a bathtub type spiil 
protection system of poured con- 
crete, reinforced with steel and at 
least six inches thick. with a

State School Proposal 
Miay Need Petition Drive

State Rep. Glenn Oxender, R- 
Sturgis, began trying again on 
Monday, April 10, to gain approval 
for his school finance reform pro- 
posal. This time, not only did 
Oxender introduce an amended 
form of the Oxender-Nye proposai, 
but he also announced a statewide 
petition drive to begin September 
1st, to attempt to ensure that the 
proposal gets on the November 1890 
ballot. 

Kent Reynolds, Crawford- 
AuSable Superintendent, said that 
the state’s Democrats and Repub- 
licans have been tossing the hot 
potato issue of schoo] finance re- 
form back and forth trying to avoid 
being associated with a tax in- 
crease that might endanger their 
chances for re-election in 1990, as 
1.6 million Michigan children wait 
for a responsible solution to a 
schoo] funding system that pro- 
vides some schoo) districts with as 
little as $2,500 per student each 
year and others with nearly $8,000. 

In March, the Senate had three 
opportunities to allow Michigan's 
voters to decide the fate of the 
Oxender-Nye reform proposal, and 
each time they failed to rnuster 26 
votes for the two-thirds majority 
necessary to place the proposal on 
the May 16th ballot. The House ap- 
proved the proposal on March 2 by 
4n 87-14 margin. 

Under the Oxender-Nye  pro- 
posal, the state's sales tax would 
increase to six cents, and generate 
an additional $500 million to ed. 
dress the disparity between rich 
and poor school districts. Fropertly 
taxes would be cut by about one. 
third. 

“Governor Blanchard did not 
warnit this plece of logisiation to get 
on the ballot,’ stated Reynolds, 
“and through his power politicking 


_jJ he was able to sway several key 


Democrats to vote against the plan, 
even though the reform package 
would benefit the very people they 
are supposed to represent.’ 

“¥ am outraged at the Gover- 
nor,’’ said Reynolds. ‘‘What is 
Blanchard afraid of?’’ he asked. 
“It he embarrassed that the legis- 
lation is not his, or afraid that it 
will pass and make him look bad 
because he has repeatedly stated 
that a two cent sales tax increase 
would not pass?”’ 

Reynolds said that he is also dis- 
appointed in Michigan’s crop of 
senators. 

“We obviously have legislators 
who are more concerned about 
their re-elections in 1990,’’ he said, 
“than in carrying out the will of the 
people."’ 

If the Oxender-Nye reform pass- 
es the Senate this time, it will ap- 
pear on the November 7, 1989 elec- 
tion baiot as a proposed Constitu- 
tional amendment. If approved by 
Michigan's taxpayers, the reform 
will take affect for the 1990-91 
school] year. 

Tf the reform package fails to 
gain Senate support, but the peti- 
tion drive is successful in collecting 
the necessary 300,000 signatures. 
the proposal will not appear on 4 
ballot until November of 1990. Tf 
approved by the taxpayer's of Mich. 
igan, the reform will take affect for 
the 1991-82 school year. 

Rick Perry, an aide to Rep. 
Oxendel, said that it is Oxender's 
hope that Michigan’s renators will 
realize that one way or another the 
Oxender-Nye proposal is going be- 
fore the people, and approve the 
proposa] when it again reaches the 
Senate floor. 

Should the Oxender-Nye proposal 
be approved by Michigan voters, a 
Crawford County taxpayer with 4 
$60,000 home would experience 4

FORMALDEHYDE 

In response to Georgia-Pacific’s 
claim that formaldehyde is a wide- 
ly used chemical found in paper 
products, fabrics, fertilizers, cos- 
metics, and building products, one 
resident suggested that it is over- 
used and because it is present In so 
many products, the combined 
vapor levels emitted from these

products pose a health risk. She 
suggested that Georgia-Pacific de- 
velop something different than for- 
maldehyde. 

“T wish you people would take the 
money you intend to use to build 
this new plant with,’’ she said, 
“and get rid of formaldehyde.” 

Dr. Harold Imbus, an occupa- 
tional and environmental special- 
ist, said that because formalde- 
hyde is a natural substance, pro- 
duced in the human body, and is 
present in plants around us, and in 
the foods we eat and drink, it would 
be impossible to ‘get rid’’ of it. He 
said that formaldehyde can be 
harmful in excess, just like any 
other substance, including oxygen. 

“Our bodies need oxygen to 
exist,’ said Dr. Imbus, ‘‘but too 
much oxygen, over a long period of 
time, can also make us {ll.”'

Another woman questioned the 
warning label on wood products 
containing urea-formaldehyde, and 
asked why Georgia-Pacific pro- 
duces a chemical, that when used 
in certain products, required a 
warning label}. 

Dr. Imbus said that Georgia- 
Pacific voluntarily placed warn- 


ings on some products about for- 


maldehyde emissions, but also said 
that over the last five or six years, 
progress in the productions of 
many wood products has sub- 
stantially reduced formaldehyde 
emissions. 

Several times during the evening 
Georgia-Pacific was accused of de- 
ceiving the residents of Crawford 
County when they first built their 
resin plant, by telling the residents 
that it was not necessary to pro- 
duce formaldehyde at the plant. 
These comments included: 

“It seems like you put your plant 
here, then sneaked in the back 
door, and now all of a sudden we're 
dealing with a chemical plant,’’ 
said one woman. 

“Four years ago we told your 
people that pretty soon you'll be 
asking to produce formaldehyde 
here,'’ said another. ‘I wish I had 
the tape where you assured us that 
you had sufficient formaldehyde 
suppliers. Now, here you are, want- 
ing to produce it here. Who and 
what is coming next?”’ 

Georgia-Pacific explained that 
the demand for formaldehyde «ur- 
ing the past three years has in- 
creased faster than they had anti- 
cipated. 

-Vice-President of Georgia- 
Pacific’s chemical division, James 
Taylor said that even with 
expansions to their existing formal- 
dehyde producing facilities, the 
needs cannot be met. Taylor also 
said that shipping formaidehyde 
from Bishop, Texas has proven to 
be too expensive, and that the 
quality of the product, which must 
be kept at a constant high tem- 
perature during shipment, has 
been affected by the long trip. 

‘“T did not foresee producing it 
(formaldehyde) in the immediate 
future because we had ample sup- 
plies available,’’ Taylor said, 
‘‘However,’’ he continued, ‘‘I 
allowed that I couldn't predict what 
the future would hold, just as to- 
day, I cannot predict what the 


future will hold with regards to 
other resins. We do not have any 
plans to go any further than this at

this time, but circumstances can 
change, and we are trying to main- 
tain a competitive posture.’’ 

Dr. Tomlin Rosi, a Grayling 
physician, applauded the efforts of 
the Georgia-Pacific Corp. for pro- 
viding a clean relatively safe in- 
dustry. 

‘As a physician in Grayling, I 
see the need for more industry in 
this ares,’’ said Dr. Rosi. '‘Gray- 
ling is a rurally depressed eco- 
nomic area, and there are many 
support services provided in Gray- 
ling that are dependent upon a good 
tax base, good jobs, and good 
wages.” 

Rost said that the hospital is in a 
critical situation. He said that the 
hospital cannot survive only on 
medicare patients, and that cur- 
rently medicare patients account 
for 55 percent of Mercy’s clientele. 

‘More good healthy jobs and a 
more healthy economy would put 
the hospital in a much better 
position for survival in the future,”’ 
Rosi stated. 

SIX NEW JOBS 

Joe Newman, manager of the 
Beaver Creek resin plant, said that 
the formaldehyde facility would of- 
fer six jobs for plant operations and 
possible future sales positions. The 
average hourly rate for the six 
plant positions is $13.00, and in- 
cludes a wage and benefit package. 
He said that the new facility would 
represent another state-of-the-art 


_ operation in the Grayling area. 


‘“Most of us who moved to Gray- 
ling did not move here because of 
state-of-the-art operations,’ said 
one spectator, ‘‘but because of the 
clean air, the trees, and the river. 
She said that she would rather peo- 
ple associated Grayling with Hart- 
wick Pines and the AuSable River 
rather than a chemical plant.’ 

‘‘We're got the Guard, we've got 
Weyerhaeuser, we’ve got you, and 
that is enough,’ said Caswell. ‘‘Be 
a good neighbor,’’ sne said, ‘‘don’t 
bring anything else here. Keep our 
trust."’ 

Because Georgia-Pacific sup- 
plies Weyerhaeuser with resin, 
several people blamed Georgia- 
Pacific for Weyerhaeuser’s timber 
consumption. 

‘‘Weyerhaeuser has chewed up 
the woods, raped the land, and 
polluted the air,’’ said one resident. 
‘Wor this the county gave them a 50 
percent tax abatement, and now 
you are seeking the sarne abate- 
ment. I don't think so.’’ 


Another man asked, ‘‘I would 
like to know what you ate going to 
do about all the trees that are 
gone? What are you going to give 
the taxpayers when you have strip- 
ped this whole area clean and there 
are no more trees?’’ He said that he 
flies over the area twice a week, 
and that two-thirds of the county is 
missing. 

“Those woods don’t belong to 
you, they don’t belong to Weyer- 
haeuser, and they don't belong to 
the DNR,”’ he said. ‘‘They belong to 
the taxpayers of this state.’’ 

Georgia-Pacific told the gather- 
ing that they did not use wood in 
their manufacturing process, and 
did not intend to use wood in the 
future. They explained that the 
Weyerhaeuser Corp. was a 
Georgia-Pacific customer, but that 
the two companies are owned by 
different corporations. 


Georgia- Pacific’s ‘James 
Taylor said that Georgia-Pacific 
would seek the tax abatement, but 
said that even with the abatement, 
Georgia-Pacific’s tax contribution 
to the county would be about 
$200,000 annually. 


BEAVER CREEK HEARING 

On Wednesday, April 5, about 38 
people gathered at the Beaver 
Creek Township Hall. 

Concerns expressed by area resi- 
dents included formaldehyde 
emissions into the environment, 
possible odors from plant, chemi- 
cals to be stored on the plant 
property, and how the plant would 
be protected in case of a major 
forest fire. 

Correll said that formaldehyde 
emissions from the catalytic con- 
verter is currently .02 pound per 
hour. If the formaldehyde facility 
is built Georgia-Pacific estimates 
their emissions will be .1 pound per 
hour. Correll said that there would 
be no odor or smoke emitted from 
the plant. 

Georgia-Pacific will be storing 
approximately 200,000 gallons of 
methanol in a storage tank outside 
the building complex. This 
chemical will be transpo:'ted to the 
plant by rail. 

Beaver Creek Fire Chief, Ed 
Holtcamp, said that the Methanol 
storage tanks will be placed in a 
spot remote from the  plant’s 
activity to eliminate any accidental 
rupture of the tank by man or 
machinery.

Newman explained that the 
Georgia-Pacific plant is equipped 
with two fire monitor systems 
capable of putting large streams of 
water, 250,000 gallon supply sys- 
tem, that could either be trained on 
the tank, or protect surrounding 
area from forest fires. In addition, 
Newman said that there is a fire 
road access so that fire trucks can 
come out and hook into the plant’s 
water system. 


ADDITIONAL MEETINGS 

AS a result of the negative senti- 
ment expressed at the Grayling 
meeting, Georgia-Pacific has de- 
cided to schedule additional meet- 
ings with civic and business organ- 
izations to determine the extent of 
the negative reaction. 

Newman said that the majority 
of the negative reaction was in op- 
position to industrial growth in 
general, and not specifically focus- 
ed at the Georgia-Pacific opera- 
tion. 

‘No one disputed what we said 
about Georgia-Pacific's environ- 
mental safeguards,’’ said New- 
man, ‘‘or that we could operate the 
formaldehyde facility safely. They 
just did not want us.”’ 

Newman said that Georgia- 
Pacific hoped that by scheduling 
the additional meetings that they 
would be able to convince the com- 
munity that they technically are 
able to do what they say they can 
do.

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READING THE NEWSPAPERS 
about what’s going on in the state 
capitol is not all that much dif- 
ferent in Florida and Michigan. 

The lawmakers tend to worry 
about many of the same things. 

Here in Florida, Michiganians 
enjoying a break from winter woes 
back home must pace themselves if 
they want to keep up on legislative 
happenings in the state capitol at 
Tallahassee. 

The Florida legislature met for 
the first time this year on April 4 — 
and then only for a 60 day session. 
That's the law in the country's 
sixth largest and possibly fastest 
growing state. 

Back in Michigan, of course, 
even freshman lawmakers are old- 
timers by Michigan standards. The 
Michigan Legislature came back 
from spring break on April 4, after 
convening way back in January. 

* * * 

MANY PROBLEMS OF the two 
states are similar, even if the ap- 
proach to them may not be. 

Florida has no state income tax, 
and there really isn’t any clamor 
for one. There is a cry for more tax 
revenue, of course, to keep spend- 
ing pace with growing problems in 
schools, highways, ecology, 
prisons, health costs, welfare, 
crime, and almost every other area 
of social need — real or imagined - 
that surfaces in Michigan, too. 

Sound familiar? 

How about a governor who has 
promised no new taxes? In Florida, 
Republican Gov. Bob Martinez - a 
former Democrat, by the way, who 
switched parties to run for gover- 
nor - has spouted the ‘‘read my 
lips’’ philosophy of President 
George Bush. No new taxes, both 
have vowed. 

In Michigan, Gov. James Blan- 
chard has not been quite so 
adamant, but his no-tax message 

has still been clear. 


* * * 

HOW ABOUT POLITICAL har- 
mony under the dome? 

In Lansing, Democratic Gov.

Legislatures: Different, similar 


In Tallahassee, Republican Gov. 
Martinez faces Democratic ma- 
jorities in both House and Senate. 
The House margin of 78-47 is pretty 
solid, but in the Senate, the Demo- 
cratic edge of 23-17 could be eroded 
by a couple of party-switches — 
which is a game of growing popu- 
larity in politically conservative 
Florida. 

Like his Michigan counterpart, 
Florida's Martinez also must deal 
with a covey of potential partisan 
opponents who crave his job at the 
next election. 

* x * 

THE SERIOUS problems in both 
Michigan and Florida are serious 
ones, indeed. 

Property tax relief owns a sanc- 
tity in Florida which is not quite 
matched yet in Michigan, probably 
because of the large number of re- 
tirees in Florida. And Florida also 
has some highway problems which 
are not matched in her northern 
counterpart. 

Florida followed Michigan's lead 
in adopting a state lottery, with 
funds headed for school financing. 
It seems to be working well in 
Florida, as it has in Michigan. Lot- 
tery winners are regular big news 
stories in Florida's media. 

There also are some not so earth- 
shattering issues in Florida, too. 
Before the legislature even met, 
more than 2,000 bills already had 
been filed. 

One of these would designate an 
annual assembly of fiddle players 
in White Springs, Fla., as ‘‘the offi- 
cial state fiddle contest.’’ Another 
seeks to outlaw, or severely regu- 
late, an activity known as dwarf- 
tossing. 

For the uninitiated, dwarf- 
tossing is a barroom activity, 
which came to this country from 
Australia. This crude and demean- 
ing activity is most popular during 
spring break, and in college areas, 
where contests are held to see who 
can throw dwarfs furthest. Inci- 
dentally, the dwarfs are willing and 
paid and are tossed for a living, sad 
as it sounds. If the ‘‘sport’’ is out- 
lawed in Florida, can Michigan be 
far behind? 

All in all, reading about legisla- 
tures and governors and politics is 
an all-American activity.

I knew all along, of course, that 
my brother Mike and his wife Chris 
would make good parents. I knew it 
before their baby was born, as 1 
watched them be aunt and uncle to 
the nephews. 

I knew it when Mike called me 
the night of the baby’s birth — a 
problematical delivery which prob- 
ably served only to make the bond- 
ing between infant and parents 
much stronger. 

I knew it when he made me cry 
with the news that they had named 
their baby for both of his grand- 
fathers — Joseph for our father, 
Loren for Chris’s. Joseph Loren. 

I knew it when every time we 
spoke on the telephone he put 
Joseph on to “say hi’’ to Aunt 
Nancy, even months before the 
baby had any concept of language 
or telephones or aunts. 

I knew it when they chuckled 
over Joseph hiding the television 
remote control unit. And when he 
knocked over their good floor 
lamp, they cared not a bit for it, but 
were only thankful that he had not 
been hurt in the mishap. 

But I really knew for certain that 
Joseph was a lucky little duck to 
have them as parents one night last 
summer. 

Our entire family was spending a 
week in a cottage on Houghton 
Lake. As all one-year-olds occa- 
sionally behave in strange settings 
after non-routine days, he would 
not sleep for the entire night. He 
cried (read ‘‘screamea’’) periodi- 
cally and at perhaps 4:00 in the 
morning he refused to stop crying. 
Dave and I listened from the next 
bedroom. . 

Iam probably the soundest sleep- 
er of anybody I know. When tired, I 
can fall asleep in the middle of par- 
ties, card games, conversations, 
even my own sentences. Once 
asleep, almost nothing wakes me 
until the alarm clock goes off the 
next morning. Last year, our neigh- 
bors had a chimney fire, and I 
didn’t even hear the fire truck go 
by our house. 

But that night, for certain, I 
heard my nephew crying. And as 
much as I love him, and as much as 
I’m ashamed to admit this, my im- 
pulse was to yell at Mike and Chris 
through what seemed to be paper- 
thin walls, ‘‘DO ANYTHING. JUST 
SHUT THAT DARN KID UP SOI 
CAN GET SOME SLEEP!!”’ 

But I refrained and as I lay there, 
I heard my brother coo softly over 
and over to Joseph, ‘‘What’s the 
matter, honey?’’ That’s the mo- 
ment when I knew for certain, be- 
yond any shadow of a doubt, that 
Joseph had been lucky enough to be 
born to world-class parents.

I write to remind myself that, in 
spite of the large numbers of 
abused children, there are also 
many good parents around like 
Mike and Chris. I write because it 
seems more useful than screaming 
or crying at the abuse that adults of 
our county, our state and our nation 
are inflicting upon our children. 

One hundred ninety seven report- 
ed cases of child abuse in Crawford 
County in the past 15 months? What 
are we doing? These are our 
babies, our children, our teen- 
agers, our future, upon whom we 
are heaping our assorted abuses. 
What have we become, or what, 
perhaps, have we always been? 

We are monstrous. Not monsters. 
Just human beings with everyday 
failings that cause us to behave as 
if we were. 

I first took child abuse seriously 
when I listened to my best friend 
tell me how she had come very 
close to physically abusing her 
baby boy. 

She, her husband and the baby 
lived in a small campus apartment 
on a large university campus. Her 
husband, a graduate student and 
teaching assistant, was away or 
studying for hours at a time. They 
had no transportation nor money 
for a baby-sitter, so she and her 
crying baby were cooped up alone 
together. 

It nearly drove her to break 
down. She said it was then that she 
understood how a decent person 
who wanted to be a good parent 
could succumb to any of a variety 
of pressures, and take them out on 
her children. She admitted that she 
had more than once come very 
close to abusing her own tiny baby. 

Her point was made and we 
would do well to remember it al- 
ways. When we inflict physical, 
psychological or sexual abuse upon 
our children, it’s not because 
they’ve done wrong. It’s because 
we can't deal with our situations, 
our emotions, our lives. And it's so 
easy to take out our anger and frus- 
tration on those tender little 
humans who can’t possibly fight 
back on equal terms. 

Yet it is so wrong. And _ so 
cowardly. And so counter- 
productive. And so horrid. One hun- 
dred ninety seven cases reported in 
the past 15 months? How can we 
allow that to continue? 

All of our children — not just the 
lucky ones who were born into the 
right homes — deserve loving, un- 
derstanding parents who don't 
abuse them. We must remember 
that the next time we feel ourselves 
straining against the bonds of our 
self-control. 

Child abuse must stop.
